House-Rill Boosts Exemptions 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Your children would be 
worth an additional $500 exemption on your 1975 Indiana 
income taxes under terms of a bill the Indiana House 
passed Wednesday. 
The measure provides a uniform tax exemption of 
$1,000 per person and the exemption could be as much 
as $2,000 for persons who are aged, blind, or disabled. It 
is still uniform, however, in that the first $1,000 would 
be regardless of those conditions. It would take effect 
for this year’s taxes. 
Democrats control the House, 56-44, but the bill 
passed, 66-34. 
“This is the touchstone of a diversified tax program,” 
said Rep. Robert E. Hayes, DColumbus, in opening the 
debate. ‘“This exemption has not been raised in the state 
since 1963. It s long overdue.” 


Textbook Bill Invites Parents 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Parents would have a voice 
in the textbooks chosen for their children, under terms 
of a bill approved Wednesday by the Senate Education 
Committee. 
The committee, by a vote of 8-1, recommended 
passage of a bill to create a citizen textbook advisory 
committee for each school corporation to advise the 
schools on “the social and ethical appropriateness” of 
textbooks under consideration by school officials. The 
committee would include at least five parents. 
The bill by Sen. Joan Gubbins, R-Indianapolis, came in 
the aftermath of some conflict in Indiana that was 
settled peacefully, but concerned some of the same 
books that were involved in a violent West Virginia 
conflict. 


Photo-License Bill Pops Up Again

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A perennial bill calling for 
Indiana to use photographic driver’s licenses that 
portray the driver passed, 75-18, in the Indiana House 
Wednesday.

Book of World Records. 
The item to which I allude 
reported that during William" B. 
Saxbe's last 20 days as attorney 
general he attended 17 farewell 
parties in his honor 
Guinness, so admirably atten­ 
tive to such details as the most 
northerly parachute jump (89 
degrees 
latitude) 
and 
the 
largest litter of kittens (13), is 
strangely 
deficient 
in 
social 
statistics. 
Under the heading of “ Most 
Partie s,’ the record book lists 
73. But this- turns out to be the 
greatest 
number 
of political 
parties in one country (Italy). 
T he only relevant entry I 
could find was “ Party Giving,’’ 
and 
it 
does 
not 
make 
for 
comparisons. 
This listing merely records 
“ the most expensive p rivate 
party ever throw-n” (a $369,200 
bash given by Mr. and Mrs. 
Bradley Martin at the Waldorf- 
Astoria in New York in 1897). 
(Guinness does not say in 
whose honor 
the party 
was 
given but it obviously wasn’t 
for Saxbe, who w asn ’t born 
until 1916 ) 


Because of these omissions, it 
is not 
possible 
to ascertain 
whether Saxbe, who is leaving 
Washington to take up his new 
post as ambassador to India, 
set a new record as the most 
feted departing official. 
It is safe to say, however, 
that Saxbe had more farewells 
than the late Sarah Berhardt. 
(The “ Divine Sarah,” as the 
French 
actress 
was 
known, 
made several “ farewell tours’’ 
of the United States, including 
one in 1918 when she was 74 
and only had one leg.) 
Although Guinness fails 
to 
provide any data on the most 
number of farewell parties for 
an outgoing federal biggie, it 
does include other records to 
which 17 parties in 20 days may 


be compared.

Palestinian Squeeze 
Israel and the United States must now face up to the 
realities of the Palestinian question. The Arabs are slow'y 
but inexorably tightening the screws on Israel as they 
back the Palestinians’ cause and win world support for it. 


At the Rabat sum m it the Arab leaders were un­ 
compromising. Moderate King Hussein of Jordan lost out. 
He had no choice but to accede to a unanimous call for 
creation of a separate Palestinian state and recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization as the sole 
representative of the Palestinians on any liberated land. 


The PLO is thus swiftly gaining legitimacy. Earlier 
this month, the UN General Assembly voted to invite the 
PLO to take part in debate. Recently, too, it was given 
official UNESCO observer status. 


It is also anticipated that a Palestinian government- 
in-exile will soon be formed and win wide-spread 
recognition. 


Thus, where the issue of 1.5 million Palestinians was 
once a humanitarian concern, it now moves onto center 
stage as the chief political obstacle to a final peace set­ 
tlem ent in the Middle East. That the Palestinians was 
once a humanitarian concern, it now moves onto center 
stage as the chief political obstacle to a final peace set­ 
tlement in the Middle east. That the Palestinian people 
are approaching that point where their plight and 
aspirations must be dealt with is only right and will 
command everyone’s sympathy. But it is hard to see easy 
solutions. 


Israel is adamantly opposed to the creation of a 
Palestinian state in the West Bank and refuses to 
recognize the PLO. It has legitimate concerns. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, given the weakness of his 
government, cannot make concessions on this m atter or 
negotiate with the PLO without elections and a mandate 
to do so. 


The Arab summit has thus left little room for com­ 
promise on the West Bank front. To keep the negotiating 
momentum going, hope must rest on getting talks started 
between Israel and Egypt for a further Israeli withdrawal 
in Sinai. 


There is little doubt that Dr. Kissinger will be 
disappointed about Hussein’s setback at Rabat. The King 
would have been helpful to the Secretary in launching 
negotiations over the West Bank. Now the Secretary must 
confront the dilemma of how and when to open contacts 
with the Palestinians. 


Looking down the road, it will be an excruciating time 
for Israel. But the dominant imperative for peace in the 
Middle East remains: The Arabs are now richer and 
stronger then ever before; another war with Israel could 
spell disaster for that valiant nation. There is therefore 
but one choice in the long run — and that choice is com­ 
promise.

Those who believe the consumer 
will be seriously considered in 
any changes during the fight for 
control of the profitable trade 
are naive. 
No-Fault Insurance passed in 
the Senate in 1973, only to die in 
the House committee without 
floor debate. This time, the 
House Insurance C om m ittee 
reported a 20 page bill to the 
floor by a vote of IO to I, on the 
same day drafts were first 
made available to members.

A total of 112 bills in the House 
which 
involve 
alcoholic 
beverages have been assigned 
to a committee chaired by a 
former liquor salesman. 
T raditionally, laws which 
would change Indiana’s banking 
laws are assigned to a com­ 
mittee on financial institutions. 
Not so this session. An interim 
study committee has considered 
multi-county bank expansion, 
and not completed the assigned 
task. No legislation resulted for 
this session. Any change is 
opposed by the Indiana Farm 
Bureau and many small town 
banks. 
Highly controversial, a bill 
emerged from the House Rules 
Committee to authorize holding 
com panies to own m ultiple 
banks with no restrictions on 
location. The powerful Rules 
Com m ittee 
is 
chaired 
by 
Speaker 
pro-tem Craig B. 
Campbell, a Democratic leader. 
The bill zipped out of committee 
in record time. 
Al Smith once said: “All of the 
ills of democracy can be cured 
by 
m ore 
dem ocracy.” 
California voters, dissatisfied 
with weak campaign reform 
laws enacted by the legislature, 
are 
showing 
disapproval. 
Citizens 
have 
initiated 
legislation to be placed on the 
ballot at the next election. 
California is one of the 23 
states adopting the option of a 
citizen 
“ in itia tiv e .” 
South 
Dakota was the first state to 
make use of such a practice in 
1898, designed to give citizens a 
more direct voice in lawmaking. 
Under such a system, the will of 
the people can be transformed 
into law without a legislative 
middleman. 
Under the “initiative,” an 
established 
percentage 
of 
registered voters in the state 
may initiate 
legislation and 
have it placed on the ballot in 
the next election by signing 
petitions. It provides for popular 
adoption of laws when desired 
by the electorate, bypassing the 
traditional 
system 
when 
legislators refuse to act. 
Many Indiana legislators are 
indicating support for repeal of 
the Constitutional ban against 
lotteries. They are quick to point 
out they may not favor gam­ 
bling, but believe the voters 
should be given the opportunity 
to vote on the question. 
Meanwhile, a bill to legalize 
the current practice of Bingo 
games, popular with religious 
and fraternal organizwions in 
violation of existing laws, is 
stalled. Is Bingo a lottery? If so, 
legalization 
requires 
a 
con­ 
stitutional amendment rather 
than a simple statute.

legislature,” but not always 
“representative.”

Moscow frustrated on China 
By ROBERT CRABBE 
TOKYO (UPI) — In the last 
four years, the United States 
and Japan have thwarted and 
ruined 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
strategy 
of 
keeping 
China 
isolated and economically back­ 
ward. 
Highlighted by steadily grow­ 
ing trade and political contacts, 
the process has been going on 
ever since Secretary of State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger’s 
first 
secret visit to Peking in 1971. 
It has been frustrating for the 
Soviets, 
and 
their 
irritation 
finally burst into the open last 
week. 
Soviet Ambassador to Japan 
Oleg Troyanovsky bluntly told a 
prominent Japanese in a Feb. 3 
meeting 
that a new 
treaty 
Japan is negotiating with China 
“will 
not 
have 
a 
friendly 
influence on the Soviet Union.’’ 
Washington may well hear 
something of the sort before 
President Ford’s forthcoming 
visit to Peking next autumn. 
China and the Soviet Union 
have been openly feuding with 
each other since about 1959. 
Disputes over territory 
and 
rivalry over leadership in the 
socialist world are factors in 
the quarrel. 


However, until former P resi­ 
dent Nixon launched his detente 
policy with Peking in 1971, the 
Soviets had the Chinese just 
about where they wanted them. 
China’s relations with 
the 
United States had been bad 
ever since the 1950-53 Korean 
War. Under a policy instituted 
by the late Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, the U.S. 
was trying to keep China out of 
the United Nations, and make 
her an outcast in the world 
community. 
The United States refused to 
trade with China, and it put 
what obstacles it could in the 
way of anybody who wanted to. 
Japan didn’t recognize China, 
and 
was 
still 
backing 
the 
Nationalist Chinese government 
of President Chiang Kai-shek 
on 
Taiwan. 
Trade 
between 
Peking and Tokyo was at a 
fairly low level. China was rent 
with the internal quarrels of the 
Cultural Revolution, and her 
economic buildup was slow. 
All that changed dramatically 
after 1971. 
The United States now has a 
“liaison office” that for all 
practical 
purposes 
is 
an 
embassy in the Chinese capital. 
Japan has officially dropped 
Taiwan and given China di­ 


plomatic recognition. China is 
in the United Nations. 
A steadily widening river of 
Japanese and American indus­ 
trial goods now is flowing into 
China. 
The 
Chinese 
have 
developed a huge oil industry, 
and are using their newly found 
petroleum to pay for hundreds 
of millions of dollars worth of 
Japanese industrial hardware 
each year. 
Japanese trade with China 
has left its commerce with the 
Soviets far behind. It reached 
$3.2 billion in 1974, a gain of 55 
per cent, and Japan today is 
China’s largest trade partner. 
An enormous expansion of Sino- 
Japanese trade is expected this 
year. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei G rom yko’s efforts to 
counter 
this 
by 
giving the 
Japanese the 
alternative of 
investing in developmenhof the 
Soviet Union’s Siberian oil, gas, 
coal and timber reserves, has 
met with only modest success. 
Since the Communist revolu 
tion of 1917, the Soviet Union 
has always had the advantage 
of having a weak China on the 
other side of the 4,000-mile 
Asian border that separates the 
two countries. 
Now, with 
American 
and 
Japanese cooperation, 
China 
looks 
like 
a 
much 
solider 
article. The disappointment in 
Moscow appears acute.

Predicting 
The 
Endangered 
Coronary Patients 
By TOM UHLENBROCK 
ST. LOUIS (UPI) — Nearly 
half of the 600,000 Americans 
suffering heart attacks each 
year 
die 
without 
warning 
months after their first attack. 
Using a computer and porta­ 
ble tape recorders, a team of 
re search ers has pinpointed 
clues believed to help predict 
which of the heart patients will 
be among the survivors. The 
problem now is to see what can 
be done to help those at risk. 
“Our 
focus 
was 
to 
see 
whether we could identify in 
advance people who were prone 
to sudden death,” said Dr. 
Charles Oliver, chief of cardi­ 
ology at Jewish Hospital and an 
associate professor of medicine 
at the Washington University 
School of Medicine. 
Oliver 
and his 
colleagues 
studied nearly 300 persons over 
a 
three-year 
period, 
using 
patients under 71 years old who 
had been released from cardiac 
care 
units 
after 
suffering 
proven heart attacks. Twenty- 
five of those studied have died 
since their initial heart attack. 
“We knew a certain number 
of these people were going to 
die so we looked for clues by 
collecting inform ation in a d ­ 
vance so we could go back and 
compare those who didn’t die 
with those who did,” he said. 
With portable tape recorders 
wired to the patients’ chest for 
up to 24 hours, the researchers 
took readings of heartbeats at 
intervals over six months after 
the patients were released from 
hospitals. The tapes then were 
analyzed by a special 
IBM 
computer which detected ir­ 
regularities. 
“We 
knew sudden 
deaths 
were caused by an electrical 
event,” Oliver said. “The heart 
normally is caused to beat in a 
regular fashion by an electrical 
wave that causes it to contract. 
When you have sudden death 
the heart does not contract but 
sits there quivering. This is 
called ventricular fibrillation. If 
shock is not sent through the 
heart within four minutes you 
have sudden death. 


“We know that this electrical 
disturbance doesn’t just come 
out of the blue but is preceded 
by 
an 
irregular 
heartbeat 
called a premature ventricular 
contraction or p vc,” he ex­ 
plained. 
“What we found from the 
sm all num ber of people we 
studied is that both those who 
died and those who survived 
had a lot of pvcs during heart 
attacks and in the hospital,” he 
said. “But in the next two 
months the survivors had very 
few pvcs while in contrast those 
who died suddenly continued to 
have a high level. 
“We are convinced there is 
little 
doubt 
that 
pvcs 
are 
associated 
with 
subsequent 
sudden death.” 
After identifying those likely 
to experience a sudden death, 
Oliver said there are three 
possible preventions. 


The patients can be placed on 
medication which suppresses 
the irregular beats. “All the 
drugs currently being 
used, 
unfortunately, have serious side 
effects,” Oliver, said. “There 
are some new drugs on the 
horizon 
which 
haven’t 
been 
approved yet, though.” 


The second solution involves 
vein bypass surgery on the 
heart which is used for persons 
suffering severe pain of the 
chest, called angina, but has 
not yet been proven to prolong 
life. 


The third alternative, which 
Oliver 
described 
as 
“even 
wilder,” is implanting a small 
instrum ent, 
sim ilar 
to 
a 
pacemaker, in the patients.

If you’re in doubt whether 
your community has launched 
plans, consult with county, city, 
or town officials. If they cannot 
advise you, seek the assistance 
of your county Extension agent. 
“Bicentennial 
celebrations 
will be grass root endeavors 
with 
each 
com m unity 
developing its own concepts of 
how to honor the country’s 
founding,” says I) M. Knudson, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
forest recreationist 
“This is as it should be,” he 
adds, "for the bicentennial 
belongs 
to each and every 
citizen. . and community. We 
should also remember we are 
celebrating the birth of a nation 
not the anniversary of a w ar.” 
“Hopefully, the bicentennial 
will 
becom e 
a 
genuine 
reassessment 
of things 
that 
have made this nation a world 
leader. Three themes have been 
recommended—celebration 
of 
the past through the theme of 
Heritage; the present through 
the theme of Festival, or the 
future through the theme of 
Horizons 
Even the smallest of com­ 
munities is encouraged to share 
in 
the 
observance, 
but 
cooperation and effort within 
each will be necessary. Some 
projects will take a great deal of 
local enthusiasm, organization, 
and money, says Knudson. Yet 
others can be fashioned from 
existing 
resources 
and 
donations. 
“Perhaps there is no better 
way to further an awareness of 
this nation’s greatness and its 
environmental 
consciousness 
than to set aside open spaces for 
the enrichment of our leisure 
time,” opines Knudson. “Future 
generations would probably 


view this type of bicentennial 
observance with grateful ap­ 
preciation, thankful for the 
vision of their ancestors.” 
The simple planting of trees 
either as the addition to an 
established park or to enhance 
the beauty of the community is 
one way. In this respect, the 
theme of Horizons comes to life, 
the trees a legacy. This theme 
can also be expressed in other 
actions. 
For instance, one tiny western 
town plans to rebuild and 
restore much of its rich Spanish 
heritage, reports Knudson. And 
a Rose Society in another small 
community will establish an 
American rose garden featuring 
all the rose varieties developed 
in the U S. 
There are many ways that 
villages, towns and small cities 
can participate in the observ­ 
ance Some may wish to draw 
from the broad them es of 
American experience, says 
Knudson,such as independence, 
cultural 
diversity, 
in­ 
dividualism , preservation of 
special places, or others. 
Once a program or project 
has been approved locally it 
should be reported to the 
Indiana 
B icentennial Com­ 
mission, Indianapolis. In this 
way, the project becomes duly 
listed as a 
bicentennial en­ 
deavor.

Warning — leaves from the 
Japanese Yew are toxic to farm 
animals. There have been cases 
in Rush County where cattle 
were 
exposed 
to 
this 
or- 
nam etal 
shrub 
(around 
a 
residence) and 
unfortunately 
these cattle ate leaves from the 
Japanese Yew. In other in­ 
stances, clippings were thrown 
into a field where cattle were 
and 
they 
consum ed 
these 
slippings (dry or green) and 
died within one to two hours. 


Research 
done 
at 
Cornell 
University in 1968 proves that a 
small quantity of Japanese Yew 
leaves will kill horses. In this 
experiment, a colt was fed 
approximately one-fourth pound 
(120 gram s) of Japanese Yew 
leaves and died seventy-five 
minutes later. 


Instances of poisoning in 
dom estic 
livestock 
are 
numerous. The majority are the 


result of animals straying from 
pastures into woods, onto lawns, 
or into gardens, or through the 
careless disposal of Yew clip­ 
pings or leaves. 
The poisonous material from 
the Jap an ese 
Yew 
is 
the 
alkaloid, toxine. The alkaloid’s 
(toxine) chief effect is upon the 
heart, which is first slowed 
because the chemical toxine 
causes depression of the heart. 
After 
a 
short 
period 
of 
depression the heart finally 
stops. 
Toxic doses for some farm 
animals have been established. 
These 
are: 
horse 
- 
100-200 
grams; cattle - over 200 gram s; 
swine - 75 grams. 
There is no known treatment 
because in most cases there is 
little chance to apply any 
treatment. In cattle the con­ 
sumption of Japanese Yew has 
almost always been lethal. 
The only cure is isolation of 
animals from Japanese Yew 
and its clippings.

Crop Reports Dampen • 


Corn Price Prospects 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Chances for a strong late winter 
rally in corn prices have been 
sharply reduced, says John F. 
M arten, Purdue University 
agricultural economist. 
Basis for this observation, he 
adds, are three government 
reports 
released 
during 
January. 
First, the U.S.D A. estimated 
the 1974 corn crop at 4.6 billion 
bushels, up 30 million from the 
estimate of last Nov. I. This 
report sent corn prices below 
the S3 a bushel level at most 
country points for the first time 
since September, 1974, Marten 
notes. 
Then, late in January the 
U.S.D A. announced results of 
the January planting intentions 
survey. F arm ers plan to plant 
about 77.44 million acres of corn 
nationally, down .4 per cent 
from last year. Offsetting this 
was a IO per cent expected in­ 
crease in sorghum acreage. 
After allowing for silage, the 
corn acreage to be harvested for 
grain probably will be around 67 
million acres. This would in­ 
dicate a corn crop of 6 to 6.4 
billion bushels, assum ing a 


range in yield of 90 to 96 bushels 
an acre, the economist adds. 
Finally, the grain storage 
stocks report indicated corn 
stocks of 3.6 billion bushels, 
down 19 per cent as compared 
with supplies Jan I, 1974. 
However, after allowing for non­ 
feed domestic uses and exports, 
the report indicated that corn 
fed to livestock during the last 
quarter of 1974 was down 21 per 
cent from year earlier levels. 
This dramatic cutback by 
livestock feeders shows that 
they have adjusted their feeding 
practices to fit the short supply, 
Marten points out. He further 
notes that recent weakness in 
livestock 
prices 
reflects 
reduced consum er dem and 
resulting from the recession. It 
seems unlikely that livestock 
feeding plans will change much 
unless corn prices drop further, 
the economist adds. 
However, potential weather 
problems for this year’s crops 
plus continued strong exports 
could trigger a rally in corn 
prices, Marten says. Current 
U S.D A. estimates call for a 22 
per cent cutback in exports for 
the 1974-75 marketing year. But 


a 
change 
in 
th e 
current 
governm ent 
policy 
of 
restraining export sales could 
also boost corn prices, he points 
out. 
“If exports are held to 80 per 
cent or less of year earlier- 
levels, the overall downtrend in 
corn prices will likely con­ 
tinue,” says M arten. “While 
significant rallies will occur, 
prices are not likely to carry 
back to the $3.50 plus levels at 
country points of last fall.”

Table Stock Potatoes May 


Make Disappointing Crop 


WEST LAFAYETTE, In d .- 
Many home gardeners puchase 
tablestock potatoes at super­ 
markets, then decide to plant 
some of them in their home 
garden. 


This is never a recommended 
procedure, says John A. Wott, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
home 
environm ent 
h o r­ 
ticulturist. 


Often, potatoes purchased in 
the store are newly dug, ex­ 
plains Wott. Thus, there is a 
problem of getting them 
to 
sprout. E ach variety m ust 
undergo a specific period of rest 


before it will sprout. 
Commercial growers can use 
a 
chem ical 
to 
encourage 
sprouting 
but 
this is 
not 
recommended for home gar­ 
deners. 
Also, 
food 
potatoes 
are 
som etim es sprayed with a 
chemical to prevent storage 
sprouting. Such potatoes may 
eventually sprout after plan­ 
ting, but the stands will be poor. 
Furthermore, the vines will 
appear as though affected by a 
virus. 
Many 
tim es 
table-stock 
potatoes contain diseases which 
lead to poor growth, low yields,

Diseases, 
such as viruses, often show no 
visable signs on the exterior of 
the tuber. 
Wott also points out that 
there’s no way the home gar­ 
dener can tell which variety of 
potato he has purchased. The 
potatoes may be of a variety 
poorly suited for planting in the 
gardener’s particular area. 
Even though certified seed 
potatoes are expensive, they are 
still the best buy. These tubers 
are 
disease free, 
ready to 
sprout, and of a recommended 
nam ed 
variety, 
the 
hor­ 
ticulturist says. 


Cut 
branches 
of 
early 
flowering shrubs for home 
forcing, 
suggest 
Purdue 
U niversity 
extension 
hor­ 
ticulturists. Place in water and 
be sure the branches do not dry 
out. A dilute solution of soluble 
fertilizer added to the water will 
tend to increase the bloom. 


Prune fruit trees prior to 
spring growth, recom m end 
Extension h o rticu ltu rists at 
Purdue University. With young 
trees, remove branches that 
m ake a narrow angle with the 
main trunk. But don’t remove 
the central trunk or leader. With 
older trees, rem ove dead, 
broken, diseased and rubbing 
branches. Make smooth cuts so 
no stubs are left. Use tree wound

garden centers) on cuts over 
one inch in diameter.

ag ricu ltu ral statisticia n s at 
Purdue University. 
Yield per colony at 32 pounds 
was the smallest since 1968 and 
five pounds sm aller than in 1973. 
However, the 80,000 colonies 
which produced the crop were 
1,000 more than in the previous 
year. 
Prof. Todd Harris, Purdue 


entom ologist, attrib u ted the 
smaller honey crop to adverse 
w eather conditions—a 
wet 
spring which reduced nectar 
collection and the sum m er 
drought which dried up plant 
blossoms. 
Hoosier beekeepers, however, 
received more money for the 
crop. The average price for all 
honey sold was 65 cents a pound, 
compared with 53.4 cents in 
1973. Beeswax average price 
per pound was $1.14, an increase 
of 30 cents from the previous 
year.

Charges Government Overestimates 


Oil And Natural Gas Reserves 


By CHERYL ARVIDSON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
panel of the National Academy 
of Sciences says the govern­ 
ment has overestimated the 
undiscovered oil and natural 
gas resources in the United 
States. 
The Committee on Mineral 
Resources and the Environment 
—composed of 20 academic and 
industry representatives —also 
said in a report Tuesday the 
government 
has 
placed 
too 
much emphasis on increased 
domestic production to achieve 
energy independence. 


The report, which questions 
government estimates of undis­ 
covered but recoverable oil and 
gas resources, said domestic 
resources estimates by private 
sources, including the major oil 
companies, are “considerably 
sm aller” than government figu­ 
res. 


The 
disputed 
government 
figures, prepared by the Interi­ 
or Department’s U.S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey, e s t i m a t e 
undiscovered but recoverable 
resources of from 200 billion to 
400 billion barrels of oil and 
from 990 trillion to 2,000 trillion 
cubic feet of gas. 
Figures in the panel’s report, 


which 
it 
says 
are 
“more 
reliable and more trustworthy,” 
are 113 billion barrels of oil and 
about 530 trillion cubic feet of 
gas. Seventy per cent of the 
resources are in Alaska and the 
Outer Continental Shelf. The 
report said these will require 
slower and more expensive 
drilling techniques. 
Dr. Brian Skinner of Yale 
University’s 
geology 
depart­ 
ment, chairman of the commit­ 
tee, said the panel 
is 
not 
accusing the government of 
“conscious deception,” but that 
“I think you could say they 
used misleading arithm etic.” 
The report questioned 
the 
success of Project Independen­ 
ce, the administration’s energy 
independence program, since it 
is 
based 
on 
the 
larger 
government resource estimates. 
A key part of Project Independ­ 
ence is increasing domestic 
production of petroleum pro­ 
ducts and natural gas. 


“It is most unlikely that a 
substantial increase in produc­ 
tion can ever be attained, even 
for a short time,” said Skinner. 


“If on the whole Project 
Independence depends on in­ 
creasing the production of oil in 
the U.S., then it is on shaky 


grounds,” Skinner added. 
Skinner said current conser 
vation plans are “not enough” 
and more 
effort is needed 
develop altern ativ e energy 
sources and avoid waste. 
The report urged the nation 
to move away from a “throw 
away” 
society 
and 
place 
emphasis 
on 
durability 
of 
products, development of sub­ 
stitute m aterials and reclam a­ 
tion and recycling.

Born in prison to an inm ate 
m other, Bobby Ferguson liked 
prison life so much he would 
com m it m inor crim es to get 
into jail, and even asked Gov. 
Robert D. Ray to give him a 
life sentence. But times change. 
Ferguson has spent all but 
two of his 40 years in state 
institutions. 
Now he has been released 
again 
from 
the 
Iowa 
State 
Penitentiary —and says things 
have changed. He intends to 
stay r 
the outside. 
“ V. nen I left the prison, Mr. 
Brewer (W arden Lou Brewer) 
said they would probably see 
me 
pretty 
soon, 
but 
Mr. 
Brew er’s got a long time to 
w ait.” 
He has found a new home 
working 
on 
the 
Raymond 
Meyer farm near Ottumwa and 
says he is finally sure things 
will work out, because he has a 
family. 
“That m akes all the differ­ 
ence in the w orld,” he told UPI 
in a telephone interview 
“ I have lots of things to do 
here. I do chores, cut wood I 
love it real good,” he said. 
Born in the Iowa Women’s 
Reform atory at Rockwell City, 
Ferguson was raised in institu­ 


tions. It was the only life he 
had ever known. Because it 
was his only fam iliar environ­ 
m ent, he would commit m inor 
offenses ev e ry tim e he w as 
released from prison. Then he 
would call 
police and have 
himself arrested. 


In December of 1973, Fergu­ 
son wrote a 
letter to 
Ray 


asking that he be sentenced to 
life 
in 
prison 
so 
he 
could 
rem ain behind bars, where he 
felt secure. 


Ray denied the request and 
instead helped Ferguson get a 
parole and arranged to get him 
a job as a custodian in Fort 
Madison, w here the prison is 
located. He violated parole by 
leaving that job last February. 


Ferguson 
turned up at 
a 
mission 
home 
here, 
disap­ 
peared again, then finally gave 
up his illegal wanderings at 
mid year and returned to his 
prison home.
